Description: - Paper - Two different watermarks. On f.1, a wreath (the ends cross at the bottom) with round projections, 
like leaves or buds, on both its inner and outer edges. Inside the wreath is a sword with its point upwards. The point 
curves to the right. The bottom of the sword curves out to either side. The result looks somewhat like a peace sign. 
Superimposed over the blade of the sword is a heart, with its point also facing upwards. The diameter of the outer edge 
of the wreath is about 90 mm. On f.4, letters reading "M4S". The 4 is taller than the M and S, and the downstroke of the 
4 overlaps with the final minim of the M. The 4 is about 37 mm tall and the M is about 13 mm tall. The width of the 
entire watermark is 32 mm. UTS 037-36 has the same pair of watermarks. - 344 x 206 mm - Cover for the document is 
formed by ff. 1 and 4; the document itself is on ff. 2-3v. On f. 1, the number 12 and a comment identifying the contents 
as a provision, as well as a large black letter K in the lower right corner.

Incipit: John Frederick Carl, archbishop of Mainz and bishop of Worms, gives a canonate and prebend at St. Martin's 
in Worms to Frederick Starck, a cleric in the diocese of Worms. 


Notes: The text was issued in Mainz on 21 January 1757 by John Frederick Carl, archbishop of Mainz and bishop of 
Worms. This version is clearly labeled as a copy on f.2. Its accuracy has been verified by the notary John Paul 
Demasson (see UTS 037-15) on 3 April 1757 in Worms. Friderico Starck's predecessor in this position was Carl 
Philipp Starck, mentioned in UTS 037-29. 
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
